Marital Unrest Rises: in Divorceless Spain

MAD®2D, Jan. 6—-A Spanish 
man, after three times having 
been 50 badly beaten by his 
wife that he ended up in an 
emergency ward. tried to get his 
marriage annulled. 

‘The ecclesiastical court turned 
down the request on the grounds 
that only an insane woman 
‘would beat her husband, and in- 
sanity did not justify an annul- 
ment. 

“Tt's terribly whimsical—the 
wey these things are done,”

‘Serrano, who told the story. Mrs. 


Perez-Serrano, who was intro- 
duced to the intricacies of 
Spanish matrimonial law while 
getting ἃ separation from her 
husband, is acting president of 
the Spanish Association of Le- 
gally Separated Women. 

Whimsical or not, Spain is 
now facing a rising interest in 
breaking matrimonial bonds. In 
the Madrid Ecclesiastical Court 
for example, the number of ap- 
plications for annulments and 
separations hes more than doubl- 
ed in the last five years. 

The most obvious recourse— 
divorce—does not exist. Spain, 
whose government is still deeply 
intertwined with the Catholic 
Church, is the last major Euro- 
pean netion prohibiting divorce. 

The ban on divorces combined 
with increasing unrest in mar- 
Tieges have made adultery ram~ 
pant, some lawyers say. Adultery 
would be even more widespread 
except that it is a crime punish- 
able by up to six years in prison. 

“There is no Spanish family 
without a matrimonial problem,” 
said Alfonso Gonzales-Choren, 
ἃ Madrid lawyer who specializes 
in marital law. “Before, the 
problems were secret, but now 
they come out im court.”

U.S. Arts, Sciences Academy 
‘Asks Unesco to Shun Politics

NEW YORK. Jan. 6 (NYT).— 
A special conmmittee of the Amer- 
jean Academy of Arts and 
Sclences is appealing to members 
of the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organiza 
tion to “subordinate political con- 
flict" of the kind manifested by 
anti-Israel resolutions and to 
focus instead on the “global mis- 
sion” mandated by the Unesco 
Charter. 

The commitiee. appointed dur~ 
{ng the controversy over Unesco’s 
November, 1974, vote to exclude 
Israel from the organization's Eu- 
ropean group of states, compiled 
a 175-page study of political dis- 
putes within Unesco and issued & 
statement in conjunction with 
the study. 

The statement avoids making 
any direct judgment on the anti- 
Israeli moves, but it speaks 
strongly against the “kinds of . . . 
extreme confrontation” that, it 
says, “now threaten the existence” 
of Unesco, It opposes the ouster 
of any member for political rea- 
sons. 

“Case for Universality’ 

“The material assembled in this 
study,” the statement declares, 
“strongly supports the case for 
«niversality as an operating prin- 
ciple for Unesco—the case for the 
full and unimpaired right of all 
members to participate freely in 
the work of the organization.” 

The statement, published in the 
current issue of the academy's 
bulletin and directed to the acad- 
emy’s 2,200 fellows across the

Moscow to Ease

MOSCOW, Jan. 6 (AP).—-The 
Soviet Foreign Ministry has in- 
formed the U.S. Embassy that 
certain travel restrictions on U.S.

Mindless Terror Escalates 


The wse of force ls presumed to be an 
attempt to attain a goal which more reason- 
able methods cannot accomplish. But toa 
often that foree is so terrible that the goals 
dissolve in the acid bath of the means, of 


at least become so diminished that a Treaty 
of Versailles is dwarfed by the Verduns and 
Passchendaeles trom which it was wrought; 
or 8 Hiroshima looms larger in history than 
the act of surrender on the decks of tae 
Missour! which followed. Much the same. is 
true οἱ acts uf terror: the widening ring of 
murder in Northern Ireland, whete the new 
year sees a cycle of death and reptisai, 
shames whatever rational objectives either 
side may hope to achieve. i 

The killings in Armagh have becumie, es- 
sentially, pointless. They bear as little rela- 
tionship to the establishment of an equitable 
order in Ireland. unified or divided. as the 
attack upon the OPEC headquarters in 
Vienna by some kind of international terror 
organization does tu a settlement of Midde 
Eastern problems, In fact, they have trended 
into that ultimate of terror for terror’s sake 
that is represented by the anonymous, un- 
acknowledged. blasting of La Guardla Air- 
port. 

In wars. generals mag be self-deluded into 
believing that their own tactics will win a 
battle or a campaign. and many thousands 
may die before they are proved either right 
or wrong. But they are, presumably, exert- 
ing themselves and causing the killings 
within the framework of some policy formed 
by a state: they are responsible to it, and 


the atate assumes its own responsiuility for 
their acts. The results may be obscured by 
medals for the generals and high office for 
those who formed the policy—but at some 
time a judgment will be passed upén both 
the policy.and those who bungled it, or car- 
ried it out. 

But terror, by its rery nature, works un- 
derground, through minuseule groups or 
individvalg who make their own policy and 


set thelr own goals. These may be replete . 


with the contradictions that arise from per- 
sonal ‘desires for their own kind of glory, 
their own kind of revenge. théir own as- 
sumptions of what wtll advance the cause 
they pervert. i nie 
The terrorist, to bé sure, doés not néces- 
sarily bear all the blame for his acts. Where 
is the statesmanship—in Ulster ΟΣ In Leb- 


asnon, in the Middle East generally or in. 


Ango.a—that could offer up some kind of 
framework in which human beings might 
live together in peace on terms that would 
satisfy, to some degree, ethnic, religious, 
ideological and economic demands? Whether 
they like it or not, the leaders in the various 
communities concerned share at least some 
of the guut But the terrorist makes the 
problem much more difficult; the dead they 
leave behind breed hate, where enough of 
that sterile commodity already exists. To 
glorify the terrorist is unforgiveabie; to deal 
with him as if he were responsible for his 
acts is to ignore the nature of him and his 
mission.

The New Migrations 


Although the frontier was officially de- 
elared closed in 1890. Americans have never 
Jost the urge to move on in search of room 
and opportunity. That restlessmess is now 
apparent in the number of people who are 
running for the sm or heading for the hills. 
According to the census bureau's latest esti- 
mates, since 1970 nearly 85 per cent of the 
nation’s total population growth has occur- 
Ted in the South and West. While New York 
State's population has actually dropped a 
pit, Florida has picked up 1.5 million more 
residents. a 23-per-cent increase. Arizona 
has grown 25.3 per cent: California has 
gained another 1.2 million, and there are 
about 1 million more Texans than there were 
five years ago. 

At the same time, the era of mass migra- 
tion into metropolitan areas is ending. With 
some exceptions, suburban growth—the hail- 
mark of the 1960s—has slowed dramatically. 
More people now are settling in smaller com- 
munities and in the uplands of the Rockies, 
the Ozarks. the Appalachians—areas that 
were losing population until recently, Of 
all the Northern states from New England to 
Nebraska, the only ones showing substantial 
growth since 1970 are Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont. Out West; the Rocky Moun- 
tain states are growing more than fwice as 
fast as California. 

The movement away from older Northem 
population centers reflects more than youth- 
ful flirtations with rural Uving and older 
eltigens' desires to retire in warmer climates. 
Basic economic changes are the driving 
force. The booms In Houston and Alaska 
are obviousiy energy-related: so is the turn- 
around in West Virginia, where coal produc- 
tion has increased and workers have begun 
returning from depressed job markets such 
as Detroit. More generally. the population 
trends demonstrate the mobility of busi- 
nesses and jobs in the most dynamic sectors 
of the economy—the service flelds and the 
new Industries that depend more on technol- 
ogy and air travel than on the shipment of 
Taw materials and finished goods. 

Several major policy problems are fore- 
shadowed in the census reports. The aging 
cities. and their increasingly urbanized inner 
suburbs. are going to face even more diffi-~ 


culties as' taxpayers and business continue to 
move away, taking politica: weight with 
them and leaving behind shrinking tax 
bases, failing neighborhoods and the social 


groups who need the most costly services. © 


The sunnier regions, on the other hand, will 
have to wrestle with the burdens of the 
boom—pollution, transportation snarls, social 
tensions, rising crime, and fierce competi- 
tion for precions resources such as water. 
Across the country, housing will be a serious 
problem for those who move and thése who 
don't, and especially for the offspring of 
the postwar baby boom. who are now grow- 
ing up and forming separate households at 
Tapid rates. From region to region, the 
housing challenge varies primarily in shape: 
if blocks of aging apartments make up a 
familiar street scene in the industrial North, 
the Western counterpart is acres of densely 
planted mobile homes. ᾿ 

Such problems, caused or accentuated by 
nationwide population trends, can be min- 
imized only by a blend of national, state and 
Jocal initiatives, A number of states, notably 
Florida and California, have launched am- 
bitlous efforts to charinel development, pro- 
tect threatened resources and contain sub- 
urban sprawl Some cities ate fighting 
hard to arrest decline. Yet there ts no na- 
tlonal framework for such programs, no 
coherent national policy that recognizes 
where Americans até going now and what 
is happening to the areas they Join and the 
communities they leave behind. So far, 
both Congress and the executive branch 
‘have shied away from serious assessment of 
the nation’s growth prospects, problems and 
alternatives. 
produced the kind af growth policy report 
calied for by law since 1970. Legislators have 
largely ducked the tough issues of urban 
Policy and resources’ Management. But 
scattershot attacks On various economic, en- 
vironmental and energy fronts will only 
compound the nation’s difficulties In the 
next decade. The message bebind the census 
studies is that the last frontiers are getting 
crowded. There is ittle space left to squan- 
der, and less and less room to move away 
from mistakes.

The ministry noted that the

this basis, while production of 
consumer goods resistered a 2- 
per-cent gain and the manufac- 
ture of capital goods was wun- 
changed.

Swiss Bank 
Ends Dispute 
With the SEC 


ZURICH, Jan 6 (AP-DJ).— 
Swiss Credit Bank said today 1t 
resolved a dispute with U.S. au- 
thorities on the transfer of assets 
of a Swiss account to its New 
York offices. 

‘The bank said it had agreed to 
deposit with its U.S. attorneys its 
own letter of credit for about 
8135 million, representing the 
assets of Mondial Commercial 
Ltd. deposited with Credit Bank 
in Switzerland. It said that this 
deposit was made on the basis 
of an agreement reached with the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission which would allow the 
bank to be reimbursed out of 
assets in Switzerland for any 
payments made from the deposit 
in the United States. 

Earlier, a Swiss court had tem- 
porarily barred the bank from 
transferring the assets. A U.S. 
court had sought such ἃ transfer. 
‘The bank said today that “it was 
necessary to find a way out of 
the embarrassing situation in 
which the bank found itself owing 
to the conflicting orders in 
Switzerland and in the United 
States.” 

The dispute arose when the 
SEC sought to obtain a full ac- 
counting of gold-backed securities 
that Americans bought in Europe 
under the guidance of American 
Institute Counselors Lid. a Mus- 
sachusetts-based investment ad- 
viser. The SEC was concerned 
that Tedemptions would leave in- 
sufficient assets in Swiss Credit 
Bank's control to satisfy all 
buyers of the securities. 

Sharing the SEC's concern, a 
federal court then barred a group 
of companies and individuals in 
Europe who had been involved in 
the transactions from permitting 
any investor to dispose of these 
assets. The court told Credit 
Bank to transfer the assets. to 
its New York office:
